Synopsis of 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles. of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter,’ brother or sister. 

Tn certain districts a homestcader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
in cach o: six years from ‘date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot. ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
triets. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

TREE THAT EXHIBITS ANGER 


In Idaho a Species Quakes and Emits 
an Unpleasant Odor When 
Disturbed. 

In Idaho there exists a species of 
the acacia tree which is entitled to be 
classed as one of the wonders of 
plant life. This tree, Harper's Week 
ly states, attains a helght of about 
eight feet. When full grown it close: 
its leaves together in coils each day 
at sunset and curls its twigs to the 
shape of pigtails.

POULTRY RULES |

A great source of contagion is in 
the drinking troughs. 

Remember, if roup should make its 
appearance in your poultry house. 

In place of “tonics” drop a nail 
into the drinking trough and allow it 
to remain there. It will supply all 
the “tincture of jron” required. 

If you feed whole corn place it in 
the oven and parch it occasionally 
and feed smoking hot. The fowls ap- 
preciate {t in frosty weather. 

A llttle Mnseed or of] meal given 
once a week in the soft feed will pro- 
mote laying. This will 2ot come un- 
der the heading of “dosing the fowls 
with medicine.” : 

Do not throw your table scraps in- 
to the swill barrel, but give them to 
the chicke13. 

One of the most important points 
in the keeping of ducks {is to give them 
clean, dry quarters at night. They 


are very prone to leg weakness in- 


cold, damp quarters. 

Feed your fowls justtwhat they will 

eat up clean. 
“Fat hens or pullets, are not good 
layers. The latter is just what you 
want when the eggs are 28 cents or 
more per dozen. 

Fowls over three yearsiold are not 
as a rule good breeders. The males 
are unable to properly fertilize the 
eggs for hatching while the stock is 
usually weak. . Four years is generally 
@ ripe old age for a fowl. 

Each hen if properly key‘ will lay 
from 200 to 250 eggs a year. 

Liver and intestines are an excel- 
lent food to make hens Jay. 

Keep an abundant supply of lime 
where the hens can easily get it it 
you desire your hens to lay well. 

Always clean the nest well and put 
in fresh straw before the hens begin 
to sit—H. J. K. 
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FIRST WESTERN PAPER 


Made its Appearance on December 28, 
1859 


The Nor’-Wester, the pioneer news- 
paper of Red River, founded by Wil- 
liam Buckingham and William Cold- 
well, made its first appearance on 
December 28, 1819. It consisted of 
four pages of fivecolumns. The lengthy 
prospectus published in the first num- 


ber took for its text the country 
watered by the Red, Assiniboine and 
Saskatchewan Rivers. The declared 
aim of the Nor’-Wester was to stimu- 
late the industrial life of the Settle- 
ment and to assist fn the work of 
Government organization. It is a 
curious commentary on the state of 
the country in the late ‘fifties that 
most of the advertisements of the first 
number of the Nor’-Wester came from 
St. Paul. The paper constitutes a 
gold mine of information for the clos- 
{ng decade of the history of the Coun- 
ceil of Assiniboia, the first local ad- 
ministrative body of the west. It re- 
ports the proceedings of the courts, 
gives agricultural and commercial in- 
telligence, publishes the regulations 
of the Red River Post Office, gives in 
full Bishop Anderson's charge to the 
clergy of Rupert’s Land, prints editor- 
jals on the progress of the Settle 
ment, and protests against the Coun- 
cil of Assiniboia as a form of govern- 
ment. 


MILLIONS IN FISH. 


Still the Industry at the Coast is Only 
in Its Infancy 


The fisheries of British Columbia 
are the most valuable in the Dominion. 
Of the $35,000,000 worth of fish pro- 
duced from all the Provinces in Can- 
ada last season this one contributed 
fish to the value of $14,000,000. Salmon, 
halibut and herring are the three 
chief varieties of fish which inhabit 
the waters of British Columbia, and 
of these salmon are the most valuable. 
The Fraser River, especially that sec- 
tion of it flowing through the lower 
mainland, contributes most liberally to 
the fisheries of the Province. The 
salmon pack in all parts of British 
Columbia last year amounted to 996,- 
576 cases, of which the lower main- 
land district, including the Province’s 
largest canneries at New Westminster, 
contributed 173,921 cases, or almost 
twenty per cent. of the entire pack. 
The fishing business on ‘the coast” 
is only in its infancy. The rivers of 
the northern part of the interior are 
Practically unknown, so far as their 
fertility {s concerned, and the fisher- 
Men on the coast are only beginning to 
Tealize the {immense wealth which 
lurks in the numerous bays and inlets 
of the Pacific coast. 


TRADE IN TRACTORS 


Some Idea of the Volume of Western 
Machinery Business 


In one week a special freight train 
consisting of forty-five flat cars loaded 
with gasoline tractors arrived in Win- 
nipeg from Minneapolis. The total 
length of the train was 1,890 feet, and 
was one of the largest shipments of 
one agricultural implement ever made 
{fn Canada. Each of these gasoline 
tractors will plow, dise and drill 2,000 
acres in a season, so that the total 
acreage covered by the forty-five trac- 
tors would amount to 90,000 acres. 
It is also estimated that each engine 
will travel 3,000 miles in a season. 
The tractors are all thirty horsepower 
and identical in every way. The value 
of the shipment was 93175,000, while 
the duty amounted to $24,000, and the 
freight charges $38,150. The train 
went to Regina, where one-half of the 
engines were unloaded, the other half 
going to Saskatoon,

Dr. Bickersteth, vicar of Leeds, in- 
velghed at a vestry meeting against 
the niggardliness of worshippers at 
the Leeds Parish Church. People, he 
said, sat in a stall and contributed 
little or nothing to the church’s ex- 
penses.

A 
churchwarden, endorsing the vicar’s 
regret at the poor response made to 
the collections, recalled that on a re- 
cent Sunday he received from a lady 
in the stalls the magnificent sum of 
a halfpenny. “Some people,” he said, 
“think that if they put a copper under 
the lid we do not know whether it 
{is a shilling or a halfpenny. That is 
quite a mistake, for evory coin is 
known by its jinglo,”
